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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: the 
combination of elements as claimed is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented by Hess et al. Hess et al teaches, for a drive 
mechanism comprising primary (e.g. 20) and secondary pistons( connected to 12), that 
a path measuring system (172) detects a relative position of the secondary piston. 

The difference comprises that the there is no teaching of detecting a relative 
position of both the primary and the secondary pistons. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the Issue Fee and, to avoid processing delays, preferably 
accompanies the Issue Fee.
